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Manager’s Report Is Negative 
On Proposed Pedestrian Aids 

A negative report on what the city could do to ease traffic 
conditions for pedestrians along Crescent Road was presented to 
city council by city manager James K. Giese last week. The re¬ 
port was a response to requests from citizens that all-way stop 
intersections (which would be 3-way stops on Crescent) or over¬ 
passes or underpasses be constructed so as to reduce the hazards 
for pedestrians crossing Crescent. City council had directed the 
manager to make the analysis. 


Giese said he could not recom¬ 
mend either stop signs on Crescent 
or underpasses or overpasses. Stop 
signs, he said, would not particul¬ 
arly help pedestrian crossing and 
would cause great inconvenience to 
traffic, while underpasses and ov¬ 
erpasses are expensive and will be 
of questionable benefit in this situ¬ 
ation. 

Stop Signs 

Giese acknowledged that a 3-way 
stop at North way would make it 
easier to cross at that point but 
noted that no crosswalks are pres¬ 
ently located at Northway because 
North way has no sidewalks. The 
school crosswalk is located to the 
east, he said, because sight vision 
is better there. The park crosswalk 
is located to the west because that 
is where the pedestrians are. 

If the crosswalks are relocated 
at North way, Giese noted that there 
would be compliance by the school 
children. However, he added, the 
school children now use the school 
walk, which is supervised. Pedes¬ 
trians using the park path, Giese 
predicted, would probably contin¬ 
ue to cross away from the inter¬ 
section. 

Giese therefore concluded that 
the stop signs would benefit only 
those pedestrians using Northway 
Road during hours when there is 
not a crossing guard. This, he in¬ 
dicated, would have to be balanced 
against the inconvenience caused 
to all traffic using Crescent. 

As for 3-way stop signs at Green- 
hill Road and Lastner Lane, Giese 
did not believe that the hazards 
there warranted them. Traffic ac¬ 
cessibility from Greenhill to Cres¬ 
cent is good, he stated, and there is 
no crosswalk and relatively few pe¬ 
destrians cross. Similarly, the num¬ 
ber of pedestrians crossing at Last- 
ner Lane, he said, is relatively 
small, even though there is a cross¬ 
walk. He acknowledged, however, 
that more cars enter and exit Cres¬ 
cent at Lastner Lane than at any 
of the other intersections, with the 
possible exception of Hillside. 

Giese said that all-way stop signs 
are generally justified when arter¬ 
ial street traffic becomes so heavy 
as to make it difficult for side 
street traffic to enter or if side 
street traffic is heavy and becomes 
excessively backed up at the inter¬ 
section. Neither situation exists 
at present on Crescent, he declared. 
The effect of stop signs, therefore, 
would be to inconvenience the ma¬ 
jority of traffic for the benefit of 
a minority, he added. 

Underpasses - Overpasses 
Giese said that while a separated 
underpass or overpass is the safest 
means to cross streets, the experi¬ 
ence in Greenbelt has been mixed. 
Of the four existing underpasses, 
two are used by nearly all pedes¬ 
trian traffic crossing at the loca¬ 
tion. These are the Library under¬ 
pass and the Center underpass. 
One underpass (at Garden way) is 
frequently by-passed by pedestri¬ 
ans and one (at Hillside) is almost 
always by-passed. The typogra¬ 
phy of the approaches make the 
difference, he said. 

Underpasses are costly, Giese 
said, costing $40,000 and up. In ad¬ 
dition, their walls are prone to de¬ 
facement and they can become at¬ 
tractive areas for undesirable ac¬ 
tivities. They do have the advan¬ 
tage, however, of being more at¬ 


tractive than overpasses, since they 
are hidden, he said. 

Overpasses, Giese continued, us¬ 
ually need to be enclosed on top 
with some kind of wire mesh to 
prevent objects from being drop¬ 
ped on cars. They are cheaper, 
however, than underpasses — cost¬ 
ing $20,000 and up. 

Giese concluded that an under¬ 
pass would be unsuitable at North- 
way because of grades, unless it 
was located at about the point of 
the present school crosswalk. It 
would work then only if an ap¬ 
proach ramp onto St. Hugh’s pro¬ 
perty was built, a pedestrian right- 
of-way to the rear is obtained, and 
the bridge to Braden Field is re¬ 
moved and replaced with one on 
the other side of the parochial 
school. 

Even then, he predicted, there 
would probably be a number of pe¬ 
destrians crossing on the street 
surface. He also predicted that 
pedestrians would by-pass any ov¬ 
er-passes along Crescent because 
of a desire to avoid going up and 
down stairs or ramps. 

The only place where Giese vis¬ 
ualized a useful underpass is be¬ 
tween parcel 7 and the Lake Park. 
It would join these two park areas 
and could be done at grade ele¬ 
vations that would induce pedestri¬ 
ans to use the facility. Such an 
underpass, he noted, has been rec¬ 
ommended by the Park and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board and he felt 
it merits consideration for inclu¬ 
sion in the development plans for 
the Lake Park and Parcel 7. 

Giese presented statistics show¬ 
ing that there had been 31 acci¬ 
dents on Crescent between Kenil¬ 
worth and Hillside involving four 
pedestrians during the five years 
1966 - 1970. The statistics, Giese 
said, were not conclusive enough 
to indicate one pedestrian crossing 
more dangerous than another.

School Board Signs 
Contract for New Site 

Greenbelters welcomed the news 
last week that Superintendent of 
Schools Carl W. Hassel had signed 
the contract for purchase of 40 
acres of land at the intersection of 
the Baltimore-Was hington Park¬ 
way and Greenbelt Road (Smith- 
Ewing property) for the Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt Senior High 
School. Thus ended nearly six 
years of negotiation, public debate, 
public hearings, more debate and 
determined deliberation by the 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Education. 

The site, which is on the wester¬ 
ly portion of the Smith-Ewing 
tract,, appears to have satisfied al¬ 
most everyone. Scheduled to open 
in September, 1973, FDR Senior 
High will have a capacity for 2,400 
students, a school auditorium seat¬ 
ing 800, and gymnasium facilities 
for the use of the community as 
well as students attending the 
school. Estimated cost for the 
school construction is $5,500,000. 

In making the decision last 
month to purchase the Smith- 
Ewing property, the Board of Edu¬ 
cation placed responsibility for 
current community needs over any 
loyalty to previous Board decisions 
in this case dating as far back as 
1965. 

In acknowledging expressions of 
gratitude, Board President Mrs. 
Ruth S. Wolf commented that 
every Board member takes seri¬ 
ously his responsibility to listen to 
public opinion and concern about 
our schools. She added, “We have 
deliberated at length over the 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt school 
site proposals and believe we have 
made the right decision, one that 
is in the best interest of the com¬ 
munity, and of furthering the edu¬ 
cational goals in Prince Georges 
County Public Schools.” 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
senior High School is expected to 
relieve DuVal, Parkdale, High 
Point and Northwestern Senior 
High Schcbls.

City Personnel Changes 

City Manager James K. Giese 
has announced several changes in 
personnel for the city, effective at 
the end of March. With the retire¬ 
ment of Charles Dodson, who for 
years had the special trash truck 
assignment for the Public Works 
Dept.. Ralph Diest, the present 
animal warden will take over the 
vacant trash truck position. Plan¬ 
ned for the near future is installa¬ 
tion of a radio receiver for the truck 
so that Diest mav receive animal 
complaints, as well as urgent gar¬ 
bage complaints, as soon as they 
are called in. The truck will also 
be equipped with animal warden 
supplies. 

Also effective on March 31 is the 
resignation of PFC Coombs of the 
Police Dept. His resignation brings 
to three the number of vacancies 
on the force. The Dept, is cur¬ 
rently screening applications for 
the positions. 

Beginning: Monday, March 29. a 
Michigan State University junior, 
David Waffle, joined the manager’s 
staff for a 10-week work-study 
program under a grant from the 
U.S. Government. A political sci¬ 
ence major. Waffle is considering 
a career in municipal administra¬ 
tion. He will assist Giese with spe¬ 
cial studies and reports, beginning 
with the budget presentaion. 


However, a claim has been submit¬ 
ted to the homeowner’s insurance 
carrier. The total price of the 17 
middle townhouses is now $22,000, 
as opposed to the original estimat¬ 
ed price of $20,500; the eight end 
homes are costing $23,000, as op¬ 
posed to their original price of 
$21,500. 

One townhouse purchaser, Gor¬ 
don Allen, voiced his concern over 
the condition of his and some six 
other families’ patio slabs, which 
have separated from the wall of 
the house. The manager indicated 
that GHI is now working on the 
problem. Allen was also concern¬ 
ed about the appearance of the 
land around his home, which has 
not been properly fixed up follow¬ 
ing the insertion of the drainage 
laterals. This, too, Breashears as¬ 
sured him, would be taken care of 
shortly. 

Capital Improvements 

The manager reported that the 
capital improvements program was 
proceeding according to schedule. 
Director Charles Schwan suggest¬ 
ed that it might be beneficial to 
explore the idea of increasing the 
contractor’s bid if he gets his work 
done satisfactorily and ahead of 
time, as opposed to inflicting pen¬ 
alties if the work did not progress 
satisfactorily. 

Heating 

The heating problems continue 
to be a matter of concern in terms 
of providing the corporation with 
both satisfactory and economical 
heat. As a result, all members will 
soon be receiving a heating ques¬ 
tionnaire, which they are urged to 
fill out and return to management. 
The questionnaire relates to each 
member’s individual unit and will 
help management determine how 
best to supply heat. The manager 
pointed out that the questionnaire 
will also serve as a call to main¬ 
tenance, and where problems are 
described they will be acted upon. 

Some concern was voiced on the 
cost of mailing the questionnaire to 
everyone, since obviously not ev¬ 
eryone will reply. A scientific 
sampling was suggested instead. 
But the time and cost involved in 
effecting this theory was thought 
not to be significantly more econ¬ 
omical and would not get to many 
of the problem homes. 

Parking 

Various parking problems were 
discussed. First, it was recom¬ 
mended that GHI and the city 
work out a plan whereby a park¬ 
ing lot would be constructed be¬ 
hind the 18 court of Ridge Rd. for 
the use of the residents of 18 
Court, as well as for people at¬ 
tending the Little League games. 
It was indicated that the city 
would share in the cost of such a 
lot. 

Th residents of that same court 
also wish to construct an addition¬ 
al parking lot for about four or 
five cars on the east side of the 
entrance way to the frame homes. 
The members of 18 court would be 
willing to share the cost if GHI 
would provide some technical as¬ 
sistance in building these spaces. 
The members would do their own 
digging and purchase the blue-chip 
stone. 

Great concern was voiced how¬ 
ever, by some board members who 
felt a dangerous precedent would 
be set if members just went ahead 
and constructed their own parking 
lot. In addition, they queried what 
would be GHI’s responsibility if 
someone suffered a back injury 
while digging? But these objec¬ 
tions were overridden by the ma¬ 
jority of the board, who felt that 
no precedent was being establish¬ 
ed and that the parking facility 
was “a temporary solution to a 
serious problem,”

quest to construct a driveway lead¬ 
ing to his property from Southway

The major disruption, is over for 
residents of Lakeside whose prop¬ 
erties have been excavated for the 
purpose of laying a drainage line. 
The pipeline has been completely 
installed, and all driveways have 
also been repaired. One residence 
was without water supply for a 
short period when the service line 
was inadvertently severed, but an 
emergency repair to the line was 
made by the WSSC. The city crew 
will backfill on the site of the 
excavation and resod lawns. In 
the meantime the final job—con¬ 
struction of a catch basin at the 
end of the pipe -has been started. 

Shrubbery for the landscaping 
of Southway has been received by 
the city but will not be planted 
until topsoil can be laid down. 
Delivery of topsoil has been delay¬ 
ed by wet weather. In the section 
of the roadwaj' under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the State Roads Commis¬ 
sion, llowering trees have already 
been planted. Shrubbery plantings 
have been made in that section. 

During recent inclement weather 
the Public Works crew built 12 
picnic tables and prepared snow 
plows and salt spreading equip¬ 
ment for summer storage. The 
Parks crew repaired and replaced 
nets at the tennis courts. 

Also making ready for the sum¬ 
mers season, an outside contractor 
caulked joints in the deck of the 
municipal swimming pool. 

The city has been informed that 
it may use recycling facilities on 
Kenilworth Ave. to dispose of dis¬ 
carded washing machines, stoves, 
refrigerators and other major ap¬ 
pliances, as well as of old autos.

R l., the parking committee was 
asked again to consider the issue 
with all residents living in courts 
two, four, and six of Southway.

The interest rate Twin Pines 
will pay on new savings certifi¬ 
cates has been reduced to 5% per¬ 
cent per year.

The 5Yi% per year rate paid on 
regular savings is unchanged.

ANNUAL MEETING 
A SUCCESS 

William Gullett, our new Prince 
George’s County Executive, showed 
himself to be an able, informed, 
energetic and sympathetic person 
in his appearance before the Twin 
Pines Annual Meeting held Febru¬ 
ary 23rd at the Greenbelt Library. 
The seventy Twin Pines members 
l^resent were convinced that the 
administrative functions of the 
County are in capable hands. 

The members elected John Webb, 
William Lathom and Matt Vander¬ 
zon to three-year terms, and Lea- 
trice (Peg) Wainscott and Sonia 
Garin to one-year terms on the 
Board of Directors. 

Harvey Geller and Jack Szafran 
were elected to the Supervisory 
Committee for two years, and Mi¬ 
chael Chew and Manvern Shock 
for one-year terms. 

Charles McDonald, Jule Church¬ 
ill and Sue Lange were elected 
to two-year terms on the Nominat¬ 
ing Committee, and Jack Maffay 
and, Henry Fisher to one-year 
terms. 


Twin Pines and Greenbelt Homes 
have had a cooperative working 
relationship throughout the life of 
Twin Pines. One part of it relat¬ 
ed to court cases where members 
refused to make their payments to 
Greenbelt Homes and to Twin 
Pines. Fortunately we have had 
to go to court only once in our 
history. . „ 

In this case we proceeded joint¬ 
ly, took over the house, and then 
resold it to a new family. From 
the proceeds we first paid expenses, 
and then divided the rest in pro¬ 
portion to how much the family 
owed to Twin Pines and Greenbelt 
Homes. 

In connection with our applica¬ 
tion for savings-share insurance, 
we agreed to put this working ar¬ 
rangement into writing. The re¬ 
sulting Agreement was approved 
by the GHI and Twin Pines Boards 
of Directors, and signed by their 
Presidents on March 1, 1971. 

As a result of this, a new assign¬ 
ment of Mutual Ownership Con¬ 
tract, and a new Twin Pines sup¬ 
plement to the GHI Mutual Own¬ 
ership Contract have been drawn up 
and are now in use. Copies of the 
Agreement and the new contract 
forms were delivered to the Mary¬ 
land Savings-Share Insurance Cor¬ 
poration in Baltimore on March 
25th. 


LOANS ON HOMES 

During the first quarter of 1971 
Twin Pines made 29 loans on Co¬ 
op homes in Greenbelt, the same 
number as were made during the 
first quarter of 1970. But this year 
more money was available, and 
we made loans on 4 individually 
owned homes. On these an 8% 
interest rate is charged, but life 
insurance on the borrower is not 
included.

Animal Control Report 
Prepared for Council 

A number of changes, including 
introduction of an impounding fee 
and new enforcement procedures, 
have been suggested for the city’s 
animal control program in a report 
prepared in the city manager's of¬ 
fice. 

Among the areas covered in the 
study by William Edwards, city ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, are: 

(1) Licensing and registration 
fees. The report recommends 
lowering of registration fees for 
female animal to $2 per year, thus 
putting them on a par with male 
animals. Edwards noted that very 
little use of registration has been 
made for animals of other species, 
an exception, as the result of a 
neighborhood tiff, being one chick¬ 
en. He therefore recommended 
that only dogs and cats be licensed. 
Another recommendation was that 
there be annual renewal of licenses 
as of a uniform date (August 1). 

(2) Impounding fee. The report 
recommends the introduction of an 
impounding fee of $3 to meet the 
deficit in present operations. Dur¬ 
ing the 1969-70 fiscal year, licens¬ 
ing fees totaled $681, while the ex¬ 
penses of the animal control pro¬ 
gram were $1,544. The fee would 
be used to cover the costs of the 
animal warden's salary and the 
costs of feeding impounded 
animals and of maintaining the 
pens. 

(3) Treatment of violations. The 
report recommends adoption of 
procedures that would permit pay¬ 
ment at the city offices within 72 
hours of fines for violations of the 
animal ordinance. The present 
system involves use of non-city 
courts at Hyattsville to enforce the 
ordinance. The emphasis of the 
new program would be on punish¬ 
ing owners. “Instead of constantly 
spending time and effort in chas¬ 
ing animals, the animal warden, 
with the cooperation of the police, 
will place the penalty directly on 
the owner, where it belongs,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

The fine would be a uniform $3 
and would not escalate as under 
current law. Edwards felt that with 
non-esealating penalties the ordi¬ 
nance would be more actively en¬ 
forced. 

(4) Rabies vaccination. All own¬ 
ers of dogs and cats would be re¬ 
quired to have them vaccinated 
against rabies on a regular basis. 
Upon the renewal of their licenses, 
owners will be required to certify 
that their pets have been so pro¬ 
tected. 

(5) Animal warden. The report 
recommends that animal wardens 
be given authority to issue notices 
of violation. It was suggested that 
the animal warden be supplied 
with work uniforms and a cap with 
badge. Such identification, the re¬ 
port said, would be most beneficial 
when the warden must pursue 
animals onto private property or 
in the event that he must serve a 
notice of violation upon a resident. 
The report also suggested that 
one of the requirements of an 
animal warden be that he have the 
“ability to run very, very fast.”
